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HOPES TO 


Confidential Report from Gerard Fore- 
casts German Concessions in Effort 
' 
to Satisfy United States.

Washington, 
April 
24.—Confidential 
dispatcheg from Ambassador Gerard at 
Berlin indicate that Germany will make 
certain concessions to the United States 
in response to the note demanding-the 
immediate 
abandonment 
of present 
methods of submarine warfare. 


Whether the concessions will be suffi- 
ciently broad to meet the American de- 
ZFiands 
appears 
uncertain. 
However, 
officials reflected aji air of hopefulness 
for an amicable settlement of the issue. 


Will Go to Great Lengths, 


It is understood Ambassador Gerard 
has received broad intimations that the 
German government 
will 
go to great 
l e n g t h to preserve friendly relations 
with the United States. 
He is under- 
stood to have gained bis impressions 
from officials of the Berlin oiBce, includ- 
ing Foreign- Minister von Jagow. 
" 'The Berlin government is confronted 
with finding a way to satisfy the Unit- 
ed States without arousing the element 
which insists upon a relentless submaí- 
ine campaign. 
Mr. Gerard's dispatches 
are of a highly confidential nature and 
were received during the night. , 
The Formal Reply. 


The reply itself, it is believed, will bt* 
presented to the ambassador by Wed- 
nesday or Thursday at the latest and be 
laid before President Wilson by Sat^ 
urday. This belief was further strength- 
ened'by „the receipt of unofficial advices 
from Bèrlin indicating • that the Ger- 
man government had decided upon its 
reply to the American note. I t was 
added, however, that the nature of th4 
forthcoming communication was known 
bnly to the highest officials. 
. Count von BernstorfT, the German am- 
bassador, who has been away on a week- 
end trip, was expected to return today. 
He may call at the state department, 
although it was regarded as unlikely,' 
that it would be in connection with the 
submarine situation in 
view of its 
status unless he had instructions from 
his government to do ^o. 


It is believed his call would, have to 
do with the return of the papers seized, 
in New York by the federal authorities 
from "V\*olfo von Igel, former secretary 
to Capt. Iranz M. Papen, military at- 
tache of the'Tiorman embassv.

Philip Hartman, of 2924 Weisser 
Park 
avenue, employed as a street 
cleaner, dropped dead Monday morning 
at 8 o'clock while at 
work a t Van 
Buren and Berry streets. 
Death was 
very sudden as he had gone to work 
early in the morning apparently in the 
best of health and his fellow workmen 
did not notice anything which might 
intimate that he was feeling badly. The 
coroner stated that death was due to 
heart trouble. 


Mr. Hartman, who was seventy-four 
years of age was 
working near 
the 
street crossing Avith several other men. 
One of the men noticed that he stag- 
gered and fell over the curbing. He 
Tushgd to the stricken man's side but 
when he arrived all signs of life had 
departed. 


The deceased was born in Germany 
but came to this coimtry and imme- 
diately to Fort Wayne in 1868. 
Fpr 
twenty years he was employed as a 
moulder at the Bass foundry but re- 
tired from active work nine years ago. 
He worked on the streets, a day at a 
time now and then but was not, regular- 
ly employed. 


Besides the widow he is survived by 
one sister and two brothers, residing in 
Germany, 
and 
five 
children—Philip, 
Henry, Louis, Mrs. Fred Thompson and 
Miss Catherine Hartman, all of Fort 
Wayne.

SKKSJECOIIDED 


Vibrations So Severe That 
Seismograph Needles 
Are Thrown Off. 


Washington, ' April 24.—Two 
severe 
earthquakes, one of them of great in- 
tensity, were recorded on GeorgetoM'n 
university sei.smographs this 
morning.- 
The heaviest shocks came at 3:21 a. m., 
eastern time. 


The first of the quakes began at 11:31 
o'clock last night and continued until 
12:07, o'clock this morning. I t was 
estimated that its center was about 1,- 
600 miles from Washington. The second 
series of shocks, whicn were decidedly 
stronger than the first, began at 3:08 
». m. 


The vibrations reached their 
maxi- 
mum intensity at 3:21 a. nr. 
At this 
point the needles of two of the seih- 
mographs Avere-thrown off their record- 
ing drum, so severe were the shock». 
The shocks continued until 4:12 a. h. 
It was estimated by Director Tondorf 
that the center of the 
second eartii- 
quake was 2,400'"miles from Washington 
and he believed if it occurred in an in- 
habited zone it must have done consid- 
erable damage.

Today's War News 
Given in Summary 


Again there is a comparative lull 
in the Verdun battle, the infantry on 
both sides remaining generally inac- 
tive. The French have been nibbling 
away at the German lines just west 
of the Meuse, however, and report 
making further progress in a hand 
grenade attack northwest of th 
Caurettes wood. 


Apparently there is soon to be a re- 
Gumption of the heavy fighting in the 
Dead Man's hill region, for a heavy 
bombardment is in progress there. 


The important 
English 
port of 
Dover has again been visited by hos- 
tile air craft. 
London reports that 
an aeroplane appeared over the city 
this morning, but was driven off by 
anti-air craft guns and dropped no 
bombs. 


Berlin reports, the failure of French 
attacks, in several of the Verdun sec- 
tors. 
The French efforts were puc 
forth northeast of the Avocourt wood 
region and near Dead Man's hill, west 
of the Meuse and in the vicinity of 
the Thiatimont farm. 
The Thiau- 
mont attack, which was launched by 
strong forces, broke down in front 
of the German lines. 


An increase in the artillery fire all 
along the western front is reported 
by the German war office. 


VILLA IS REPORTED 


LOCATED ONCE MORE 


San 
Antonio» Tex., April 
24.— 
Francisco 
Villa, 
slightly 
wounded 
but not incapacitated, is reported to 
have moved into the mountainous 
region northwest of Parral. This in- 
formation, whidli reached Maj. Gen. 
Funston today, is from a source that 
causes him to regard it as authentic. 
Villa was "last reported seen at NoJ- 
noava, about 85 miles by trail south- 
west of Satevo, where the most ad- 
vanced of Gen. Pershing's forces were 
yesterday. 


Although convinced that Villa has" 
been located, his immediate pursuit 
will probably not be resumed. Tb 
follow him into the .-tnountains of

region 
with 
small 
detached 
forces is regarded as impracticable 
and the plans for a concentration of 
Gen. Pershing's army will be carried 
out along the lines recommended by 
Gen. Funston.

If Gen. Funston's purpose is to o.stab- 
li.sh his

Grandes a strip of territory 300 miles 
long will be relinquished, as the present 
most advanced post is near Parral near- 
ly 400 miles south of the border. It is 
in this territory Gen. Carranza would 
be required to demonstrate his ability 
to secure complete control, to stamp 
out brigandage and if possible to cap- 
ture or kill Villa 
before a complete 
withdrawal from Mexico would be or- 
dered.

The Case of Trustee Scherer. 


Following its inquiry into his conduct o£ the affairs of his office, 
the Allen county grand jury has returned an accusation of impeach- 
ment against Henry P. Scherer, trustee of Wayhe township, in which 
is set forth in much detail alleged specific misuse of the funds of the 
township, and the recommendatian is made that the trustee be re- 
moved from his office. Indeed, the finding is practically a mandate 
to the prosecuting attorney to instigate legal action to that end. 


The alleged misuse of township funds consisted, it is shown, in 
temporary conversion of public funds to his own use. It is nowhere 
charged that there is at present any deficit in the township funds. 
The money he is alleged to have wrongfully used for private pur- 
poses has all been returned, and nobody will for a moment believe 
there was upon the part of Mr. Scherer at any time any purpose to 
, wrong the township or to prostitute his public office to private ends. 


^ If, has been suggested, there has been improper practice through 
failure to familiarize himself with the exact provisions of the lav/, the 
blame still rests upon the trustee. Indeed, there was a time'when the 
practice with which he is charged may have been a very general 
one. There was no question regarding the use to which public funds 
were put ad interim, provided they had been returned and were on 
hand when they were needed, and yet this old practice was admit- 
tedly a dangerous one. 


Laws enacted in recent years have forbidden all this. 
They 
make it a definite offense to conve'rt to private use even for the 
shortest space of time public funds hefd in trust, or to expend in aay 
way public funds without the express sanction of advisory boards 
or similar supervisory bodies. The laAv is very plain and very speci- 
fic on this point, and the officer who violates it must expect to 
shoulder the consequences, Avhatever they may be. In the light of 
the report of the state accountant examiners on Mr. Scherer's case, 
and. the positive knowledge that the grand jury was making an 
investigation, some action against the trustee was fully expected. 
The presentment of impeachment is not a criminal proceeding, but a 
civil action designed solely to remove him from office. "What sort 
of defense Mr. Scherer will be able to present, or what course ho 
will take regarding the impeachment effort remains to be disclosed.

planning 
out the meat for 
your market basket, bear in 
mind 
the 
fact 
that in 
hot 
weaiher all meats (especially 
the flesh of young animals) fish, shell 
fish, eggs, milk and cheese should only 
be used when perfectly fresh and even 
then should be watched most carefully. 


Therefore, buy 
in small 
quantities 
and 
take extra 
precautions 
in the 
cooking. 
During great heat you can- 
not be too careful in examining your 
purchase before cooking. 


When a joint shows signs of tint 
cut off the affected part and make sure 
that the remainder is quickly washed 
in vinegar and 
water and it will be 
quite sweet. 


Because of 
these sun>mer 
difficul- 
ties, it is j'jst as well to bear in mind 
the derivation of the much-talked of 
ptomaine poisoning. 
Gruesome as it 
is. it is better to study it as a preven- 
tive measure than to realize it as a 
painful 
if not 
fatal experience. 
So 
here it is! 
The term is derived from 
the Greek word, ptoma, a corpse, as 
the poisonous compounds 
known as 
ptomaines, are found in dead bodies.

Therefore, bake bluefish and mackerel 
and utilize the remnants by moulding 
ihem with gelatine. 


If wild things are growing near you. 
blueberries,

or even 
green apples, utilize them 
and when 
winter comes you will feel rewarded 
for having spent the time in gathering 
and preserving them for the mere cost 
of the 
sugar. 
If properly 
packed in

home door.

VERY woman who has ever at- 
tempted to lay hems on nap- 
kins or tablecloths or to hem 
them after they are laid knows 
the impossibility of doing them quick- 
ly or well if the stiffening is not first 
removed.

much greater ease. 
Never attempt to 
cut linen by the eye. 
It takes little 
more time to draw a thread and that 
is easily made up by the quickness 
and accuracy with which the hem is 
laid. 
In hemming all table linen fold 
it over twice to the desired depth of 
hem, then turn back, crease and civer- 
cast neatly on the wrong side. 
This 
makes a much neater effect than hem- 
ming in the usual way.

The Case of Trustee Scherer. 


Following its inquiry into his conduct of the affairs of his office 


the Allen county grand jury has returned an accusation of impeach 
meat against Henry P. Scherer, trustee of "\Vaync township, in -which 
is set forth in much detail alleged specific misuse of the funds of the 
township, and the recommendation is made that the trustee he re 
moved from his office. Indeed, the finding is practically a manclati 
to the prosecuting attorney to instigate legal action to that end. 


The alleged misuse of township funds consisted, it is shown, in 


temporary conversion of public funds to his own use. It is nowhcr 
charged that there is at present any deficit in the township funck 
The money he is alleged to have wrongfully used for private pur 
poses has all heen returned, and nobody will for a moment believ 
there was upon the part of Mr. Scherer at any time any purpose t 
wrong the toivnship' or to prostitute his public office to private ends, 
If, has been suggested, there has been improper practice throng] 
.failure to familiarize himself with the exact provisions of the law, th 
blame still rests upon the trustee. Indeed, there was a time when th, 
practice with which he is charged may have been a very genera 
one. There was no question regarding the use to which public fund 
•were put ad interim, provided they had been returned and were on 
hand when they were needed, and yet this old practice was admit 
tedly a dangerous one. 


Eaws enacted in recent years have forbidden all this. They 


make it a definite offense to convert to private use even for the 
shortest space of time public funds held in trust, or to expend in any 
way public funds without the express sanction of advisory boards 
or similar supervisory bodies. The law is very plain and very speci- 
fic on this point, and the officer who violates it must expect to 
shoulder the consequences, whatever they may be. In the light of 
the report of the state accountant examiners on Mr. Scherer's case, 
and'.the positive knowledge that the grand jury was making an 


. investigation, some .action against the trustee was fully expected. 


The presentment of impeachment is not a criminal proceeding, but a 
civil action designed solely to remove him from office. What sort 
of defense Mr. Scherer will be able to present, or what course he 
will .take regarding the impeachment effort remains to be disclosed. 


In rather striking contrast to the course of his immediate pro- 


•decessor in that high office, Ex-President Taft proclaims the belief 
•that the discussion of foreign affairs is no place for the introduction 
of either partisan politics or violent criticism of the president. The 
effort to peacefully adjust our differences with foreign powers is in 
no sense a question of party politics. In the consideration of mat- 
ters of this kind the truest type of American citizenship will be very 
certain-to rise above the carping criticism and the cheap nagging 
that is all too often our practice in the discussion of political dif- 
ferences.

of first lieutenant after the conquest of the fortress of Antwerp by the German 
troops. In the present war he was wounded three times, the first time in the 
battle of Tannenburg. where he was shot in the left foot.
